promote this movement, an increase 
could be made in the food supply. 
Speculators who are contriving

Seat the last dollar out of the poor

The school gardens will be planted 


with boisterous enthusiasm. It al- 
ways gives a youngster a thrill to 
do something like his father.

GEN, CARRANZA IS 


NAMED PRESIDENT 
BY MEXICAN VOTERS 


Mexico Citvv, March 12.—General 


Venustiano Carraiiza was* yesterday 
elected president of Mexico with what 
is believed to have been the largest 
vote ever cast in the republic. 


Although 
the 
voters 
had 
the 


privilege of writing in or declaring 
any name they desired, General Car- 
ranza received all but a few scatter- 
ing ballots. The estimated vote cast 
runs all the way from several hun- 
dred thousand to 1,000,000. 


The presidential election yesterday 


was provided for in articles adopted 
by the constitutional assembly which 
met at Queretaro. 
Many of the old 


residents -Joclared that this was the 
first real -lection ever held in 
the 


country. R 'ports from various parts 
of the republic indicate "that there 
was no disturbance or intimidation. 


Mexico will now have a constitu- 


tional president for the 
first 
time 


since 1911, when Freucisco Madero 
received more than 
300,000 votes. 


General Victoriano Huerta called an 
election in 1914 and declared himself 
elected, but later nullified the elec- 
tion on the grounds that an insuf- 
ficient number of votes 
had 
been 


cast. 


His election to the presidency 


marks the climax of the efforts of 
General Carranza. who took the field 
against Huerta Feb. 19, 1913, after 


had seized the 
executive 
Huerta 
power. 


The election yesterday was simpli- 


fied by the tact that there is no vice 
president under the new constitution. 
It will be some time, however, before 
the returns 
of 
the 
congressional 


elections are definitely known, al- 
though the candidates on the ticket 
of the Constitutionalist-Liberal party, 
are running strongly iii most of the 
districts.
